Only Meagre Information 

All the details had to be concluded 
on very meagre information and 
decided’ upon in outline. before the 
British Expedition could start and be- 
fore-even the size and character of 
the troops required could be settled. 

One polnt which the British Com- 
mand had to consider was the type of 
equipment required in view of the 
fact that some ships will be operating 
in the Arctic Circle. 

The troops themselves were 
equipped with sheepskin= coats,— seal- 
skin caps and blankets. 

Another minor point to be consider- 
ed was the special type of engine oll 
required for the cold climate. : 

_ The’ impossibility of ving on’ the 
country .necessitated food supplies 
being sent with or after the troops. 

It is emphasised that craditions do 
not allow of a large army being land- 
ed in a few days. Tho British Com- 
mand will have to build up its 
force gradually. ©

Chairman's Tribute 

Mr. Scott Haraton said: . 

Before commencing the business o 
this meeting, I desire, as an old col- 
league of his on the Board of this 
Company—wihich was then known as 
the Hongkong Hotel Co, Ltd.,—to 
pay homage to the memory of the 
late Mr. Edward Osborne, who passed 
away in the Spring of last year. 

Mr. Osborne Ieft Hongkong on 
retirement to England in March, 1913, 
after having been resident in this 
Colony for over 30 years, and a 
member of this Company's Board of 
Directors for over 20 years. -° 

In recording—at the half-ycorly 
mecting of the Company held on 
March 12, 1013—the gratitude of the 
Board for Mr. Osborne's great ser- 
vices to the Company,. Dr. Noble 
(who was then” the Company's 
Chairman) pointed out that when 
Mr, Osborne joined the Board, the 
Hongkong Hotel was at . its lowest 
ebb, as its profit and’ loss account 
showed a debit balance of $10,379.17; 
it was heavily in debt, and a second 
mortgage was about to be placed on 
ito furniture—its shares (of .the then 
face value of $50 each) belng quoted 
on the market at $15, but (usiDr. 
Noble stated) ‘the new Board of 
Directors (of which Mr. Osborne was 


a member) which came into being at. 


nbout that time, succeeded,. by dint 
of perseverance and much strenuous 
work, in placing, the Company on a 
stable footing. : 


Sorvicos Eulogiscd 

Dr. Noble, in the course of his 
eulogy of Mr. Osborne's services, re- 
corded that he (Mr. Osborne) could 
always be depended upon when hard 
work had to be done, and never 
shirked or neglected duty, and added 
that) through hls retirement 
Company hid lost the services of one 
who ever gave of his best for its 
benefit, Dr, Noble further emphasis- 
ed that by Mr, Osborne's departure 
the Colony had lost a valued citizen 
who would be greatly missed and 
whose place would not be readily 
filled. 

As one who served on the Board— 
though only for a short time—with 
Mr. Osborne, but who was well ac- 
quainted with Him for over a dozen 
ygars, I can fully corroborate a good 
deal of the well deserved praise Dr. 
Noble bestowed upon him. 

‘Forceful Charactcr 

Mr. Osborne was essentially. what 
is known. og a forceful character. 
One had only to take a glance at his 
feutures to reallse that. He was of 


the-type which-has-made Great-Bri-. 


taln what she stands for to-day. 
Nothing daunted him, and he was 
ever calm and resourceful. He al- 
ways suid what he meant, and meant 
what he sald. 

He was vlso a ready and effective 
spealcer who used plain blunt Jan- 
guage devoid of trimmings to enforce 
any point he sought to make. In this 
respect | remember very clearly the 
speech he delivered on the thorny 
subject of the Hongkong currency at 
the specially convened Meeting of the 
Hongkong General Chamber of Com- 
merce jn 1903, at which I was pre- 
sent, :
